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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding rejected claim 9, the Applicants have 
argued that the references are uncombineable and there is no motivation to selectively combine the references. However, the Examiner 
does not agree with the Applicants. As expalined in the final office action, Tamura discloses a detailed structure of a switching device of a 
communication device, which teaches the switching means structure the Applicants claim. But Tamura's reference is not designated for 
multiband device, which lacks selecting from plurality of RF channels. And Clifton's reference teaches a multiband communicaiton device 
having a swtching means for plurality of RF channels. Both Tamura and Clifton dedicate to antenna switching means for selecting 
particular RF channel transmission/reception. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to recognize the 
combination of the two references provide multiband communicaiton device with fast-switching performance. However, both Tamura and 
Clifton do not expressly specify the type and structure of transistors used in their control means. And Ashar et al. and Ogawa teach the 
limitaiton, which would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to recognize the equivalent structure of a two-diode circuit to a 
transistor based on low cost and low power consumption. In term of expanding from single band to dual band and using a low-cost and 
low-power transistor for the switching means of a communicaiton device, the combination of the references is observed to one of ordinary 
skill in the art. Therefore, the rejction is proper and maintained, so as to similar claims 15, 23 and 33. 
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
